Under the Commission form of government, City Council sat as the Board of Health.   
After the change to the Home Rule Charter form of government, City Council created a 
citizen appointed Board of Health.  The Board of Health is charged to enforce and 
uphold the laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and the City of Reading 
enacted for the protection of the public health, such as identify community problems; 
diagnose and investigate health problems and health hazards; inform, educate and 
empower the citizens and residents of Reading about health issues; mobilize 
community partnerships and take action to solve problems; and analyze and develop 
policies and plans that support individual and community health efforts.

These codes govern the maintenance of 
mechanical systems and regulates the design, construction, material quality, erection, 
installation, alteration, repair, location, replacement, addition to, use or maintenance of 
mechanical systems in the City and providing for the issuance of permits and the 
collection of fees.
